PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a 
facsimile server capable of shortening a 
processing time for specifying the 
destination of distribution even when the 
number of registered distribution conditions 
is increased. SOLUTION: Distribution 
conditions are preliminarily stored in a 
distribution condition storing part 13. Then, 
at the time of receiving information from a 
conmiunicating part 17, an interface 22, and 
a read part 15, whether or not the 
information is pertinent to any distribution 
condition in the distribution condition 
storing part 13 is judged, and the 
information is distributed to the destination 
of distribution set in the pertinent 
distribution condition. At that time, when 
the suitable distribution condition is found 
at first, the following judgment of the 
validity/invalidity of the distribution 
condition is stopped. Thus, a processing 
time required for judgment of the 
validity/invalidity of the distribution 
condition can be shortened. Also, it is 
possible to judge the validity/ invalidity of 
all the distribution conditions, and to switch 
the judgment of the validity/ invalidity of 
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the distribution condition according to its 
setting. Moreover, it is possible to add a 
stop condition to the distribution condition, 
and to continue judgment of the 
validity/invalidity of the distribution 
condition until the stop condition instructs 
the stop. Also, it is possible to set the order 
of retrieval in the distribution conditions.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The facsimile server carry out having the control means which stops decision of the 
distribution conditions after determining a distribution place as a distribution condition storing 
means registered the distribution conditions of the information which receives in the facsimile server 
in which two or more networks and a communication link are possible, according to the distribution 
conditions which investigate in order the distribution conditions registered into said distribution 
condition storing means, and suit first about the received information as the description. 
[Claim 2] Said control means is a facsimile server according to claim 1 characterized by changing 
whether decision of the distribution conditions after the distribution condition which suited whether 
all distribution conditions are judged and the beginning is stopped according to a setup. 
[Claim 3] A distribution condition storing means to add the termination conditions which that the 
distribution conditions of the received information are registered in the facsimile server in which two 
or more networks and a communication link are possible shows whether stop decision by these both 
distribution conditions to said distribution conditions, and to memorize them. While determining a 
distribution place according to the distribution conditions which investigate in order the distribution 
conditions registered into said distribution condition storing means, and suit about the received 
information The facsimile server characterized by having the control means which stops decision of 
ftiture distribution conditions when it is the conditions by which said termination conditions added to 
the distribution conditions which suited are investigated, and these termination conditions stop 
decision.

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] Two or more networks and a communication link are possible for this 
invention, and it relates to the facsimile server which distributes the received information according 
to distribution conditions. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In recent years, the facsimile server connectable with two or more 
networks, such as a pubhc line and LAN, is developed. In such a facsimile server, facsimile drawing 
data and the electronic mail which were received can be distributed to a distribution place, other 
facsimile apparatus with which a distribution place is specified by the facsimile number through a 
pubhc line ~ or there are also cases, such as a client connected by LAN etc. or other mail addresses. 
[0003] It is to decide a distribution place in the facsimile server which a distribution place may not 
be specified in the case of the facsimile communication which used the public line when distributing 
received information, such as such facsimile drawing data and an electronic mail, and received. 
Therefore, in the facsimile server, when the distribution conditions using various information 
beforehand sent firom a sending agency (or exchange) are set up and the distribution condition is 
suited, it considers distributing the information received to the distribution place. 
[0004] As distribution conditions, only the area code of the telephone number of the transmitting 
origin which will be notified by the notice of an addresser number or the TSI signal if it is not only 
conditions but the public line with which a transmitting agency is determined as a meaning can be 
used, or if it is an ISDN circuit, it is possible to set up conditions by an ISDN sub-address etc. 
Furthermore, various distribution conditions, such as conditioning which changes a distribution place 
according to time amoimt, can be considered. 

[0005] When two or more registration of such distribution conditions was carried out, 
conventionally, it judged whether it would conform about each distribution condition, and 
distribution, a record output, etc. to a corresponding distribution place were performed about the 
conditions which conform. However, when the number of registration of such distribution conditions 
increased, great time amount was needed for the processing which interprets every one distribution 
condition registered and investigates the existence of adaptation of conditions. 
[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] This invention was made in view of the situation 
mentioned above, and even when the registered distribution conditions increase, it aims at offering 
the facsimile server which can shorten the processing time for specifying a distribution place. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] This invention carries out having the control means which stops 
decision of the distribution conditions after determining a distribution place according to the 
distribution conditions which investigate in order the distribution conditions registered into said 
distribution condition storing means, and suit first about the information which received as a 
distribution condition storing means registered the distribution conditions of the information which 
received in the facsimile server in which two or more networks and a communication link are 
possible as the description. At this time, a control means can be constituted so that it may change 
whether decision of the distribution conditions after the distribution condition which suited whether 
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all distribution conditions are judged and the beginning is stopped according to a setup. 
[0008] It becomes possible to become unnecessary to judge the existence of the adaptation about 
future distribution conditions, and to shorten the processing time by such configuration, when 
distribution conditions are suited first. 

[0009] Moreover, this invention is set to the facsimile server in which two or more networks and a 
communication link are possible. A distribution condition storing means to add the termination 
conditions which that the distribution conditions of the received information are registered shows 
whether stop decision by these both distribution conditions to said distribution conditions, and to 
memorize them. While determining a distribution place according to the distribution conditions 
which investigate in order the distribution conditions registered into said distribution condition 
storing means, and suit about the received information When it is the conditions by which said 
termination conditions added to the distribution conditions which suited are investigated, and these 
termination conditions stop decision, it is characterized by having the control means which stops 
decision of future distribution conditions. 

[0010] Thus, a user's convenience can be raised, while becoming possible to stop decision of 
distribution conditions because of the distribution conditions of arbitration by adding termination 
conditions to distribution conditions and making the degree of freedom of a setup of distribution 
conditions increase. 
[0011] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Drawing 1 is the block block diagram showing one gestalt of 
operation of the facsimile server of this invention, the inside of drawing, and 11— the main control 
section and 12 ~ RAM and 13 ~ the distribution condition storing section and 14 ~ ROM and 15 ~ a 
read station and 16 ~ the Records Department and 17 — for a modem and 20, as for a codec and 22, a 
control imit and 21 are [ the conmiunications department and 18 / NCU and 19 / the interface section 
and 23 ] buses. 

[0012] The main control section 1 1 controls the whole equipment, operates each part, and realizes 
the facsimile communication facility through the public line by the communications department 17, 
the information transceiver Amotion through LAN by the interface section 22, etc. These functions 
are used, and facsimile transmission of the information received through LAN can be carried out 
through a public line, or it can transmit through LAN again. Moreover, it can transmit to the client 
by which the facsimile drawing data received through the public line were connected to LAN, or can 
transmit through a public line again. Furthermore, the information on the drawing data received by 
the public line or LAN can be made to be able to record at the Records Department 16, or the 
drawing data read by the read station 1 5 can also be transmitted through a public line or LAN. Of 
course, you may have other functions, such as a copy function which records the drawing data read 
by the read station 15 at the Records Department 16. 

[0013] especially ~ the main control section 11 ~ a public line, LAN, etc. ~ minding - receiving the 
information on drawing data etc. **** ~ a read station 15 ~ drawing data ~ reading (it being 
hereafter called [ include ] reception also in this case) ~ a distribution place is determined based on 
various information at the time of reception. At this time, with reference to the distribution 
conditions registered into the distribution condition storing section 13, the distribution place 
corresponding to the distribution conditions which judge and suit [ whether conditions are suited 
about each distribution conditions and ] is determined, and the information received to the 
determined distribution place is distributed. Distribution conditions investigate the order of the 
retrieval ranking added to for example, the order of registration, or distribution conditions etc, for 
whether it suits in predetermined order. And when the distribution conditions which suit first are 
foxmd, decision of the distribution conditions after it is stopped and the processing about distribution 
conditions is shortened. Moreover, even if the suiting distribution conditions are found by setup, a 
distribution place may be determined from 1 which continues decision of distribution conditions as it 
is, and suits thru/or two or more distribution conditions. The Records Department 16 may be 
included in the distribution place. 

[0014] In addition, about two or more determined distribution places, when the distribution place 
which communicates with a different communications protocol exists, information will be 
distributed using the communications protocol corresponding to each distribution place. Moreover, 
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when the received information cannot be distributed about all or a part of determined distribution 
place, you may control to carry out the record output of the received information from the Records 
Department 16 and the printer connected to LAN. It can judge by the ability not distributing, even if 
the judgment of were not able to distribute performs several retries, or predetermined time 
supervision can be carried out with a timer etc., and it can judge by not receiving at a distribution 
place etc. 

[0015] RAMI 2 is used for storing of data to be saved in processing of the main control section 1 1 or 
other each part. Moreover, the information on the drawing data transmitted in the communications 
department 17 or the interface section 22, the information on the received drawing data, the drawing 
data read by the read station 15, the drawing data recorded at the Records Department 16 may be 
stored in this RAM 12. In addition, about drawing data, an image memory may be formed and stored 
separately. 

[0016] The distribution condition storing section 13 is formed in RAMI 2. This distribution condition 
storing section 13 is good to prepare in the field which is not eliminated even if the power source in 
RAMI 2 is disconnected. 

[0017] The distribution conditions at the time of distributing the received drawing data are registered 
into the distribution condition storing section 13. Drawing 2 is the explanatory view of an example 
of distribution conditions. Various conditions and distribution places can be registered as distribution 
conditions registered into the distribution condition storing section 13. Information, such as a 
distribution place in the case of being satisfied with the example shown in drawing 2 of the condition 
using a condition name and the various information at the time of reception and its condition, is 
included. That what is necessary is just to be able to specify each distribution conditions, registration 
of the name of arbitration may be enabled or a condition name may be the sequence number etc. 
[0018] As conditions at the time of reception, conditions can be set up to all the information sent 
from drawing data dispatch-origin (or exchange), and various information ~ from which channel it 
has been ftirther sent including a read station 15. For example, when facsimile drawing data are 
received from a public line, it is possible to set up conditions to the notice of an addresser number 
sent from the exchange, an ISDN sub-address, the number of the dispatch origin sent as a TSI signal 
in a facsimile procedure and the F code sub-address, and a password at the time of arrival of the 
mail. Moreover, when receivable from two or more circuits, it is possible to set up conditions also 
about the line number which received a message. Moreover, when information is received from 
LAN, conditioning is possible about the mail address of a transmitting agency, IP addresses, those 
parts (domain), etc. 

[0019] On the conditions that the F code sub-address is "1234" in conditions 1 in the example shown 
in drawing 2 , conditions 2, and conditions 5 The sending agency number sent by the TSI signal 
"075-672-O****x", On the conditions of being "06-6789~**Ox", and conditions 3, the conditions 
that the conditions that a mail address is "h@abc.co.jp", and conditions 4 are drawing data read by 
the read station 15 are set up, respectively. Of course, it is possible to set up various kinds of 
conditions, such as to set [****] up the conditions to except a condition [ partial information / say / 
that it is contingent / only on the area code of a sending agency / for example etc. ]. 
[0020] Moreover, a setup of setting up the time of distribution effective working days etc., for 
example, changing a distribution place on day ranges. Nighttime, or a weekday and a Saturdays-and- 
Sundays hohday as receiving conditions etc. is also possible. Furthermore, the conditions (aimed at 
all reception) which always besides the conditions according to such an individual suit may be set 
up. Moreover, it is good even if a setup of the conditions, for example, saying "except the above- 
mentioned condition" conditions, of having not suited the distribution conditions except the 
distribution condition is possible. 

[0021] The various information that a distribution place is specified can be set up as a distribution 
place. For example, if it distributes to the cHent on the network of others, such as LAN, an e-mail 
address can be set up, for example, or Salutation user ID can be set up. Or an IP address may be set 
up as long as it specifies equipment. Moreover, what is necessary is just to set up the FAX number, 
in carrying out facsimile distribution through a public line. The information which specifies various 
distribution places, such as specifying the Records Department 16 as a distribution place 
furthermore, can be set up. Moreover, in case an e-mail address is specified, for example, the thing 
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for which the group of a distribution place is specified, such as setting up even a domain, is also 
possible. Of course, it is also possible to set up the group of two or more distribution places or a 
distribution place. 

[0022] The program as which return and ROM14 specified actuation of the main control section 1 1 , 
fixed data, etc. are stored in drawing 1 . In addition, the distribution condition storing section 13 etc. 
can also be formed in the field which can rewrite this ROM 14. 

[0023] The read station 1 5 is constituted by picture input devices, such as an image scanner and a 
digital camera, and reads the image which should be transmitted or copied. The Records Department 
16 records the message to the image received through the conmiunications department 17 or the 
interface section 22, a copy image, and a user etc. in the record paper according to control of the 
main control section 1 1 . As the record approach, various methods, such as an electrophotography 
method, an ink jet method, and hot printing, a sensible-heat method, are employable, for example. In 
addition, a read station 15 and the Records Department 16 may be the configurations of not having 
either or both. 

[0024] The communications department 17 performs a communication link with other facsimile 
apparatus etc. through a public line or a dedicated line, and transmits and receives information on an 
image etc. In addition, the Internet may be accessed through a public line, for example like a dialup 
connection, and you may have the function to transmit information through the Internet. The 
communications department 17 has NCU18 and a modem 19. NCU18 controls a public line and a 
dedicated line, and performs the communication link with other facsimile apparatus etc. Moreover, 
as for a modem 19, an image, other data, etc. perform the strange recovery of the information 
transmitted and received. 

[0025] While a control unit 20 displays various information, such as a message to a user, a message 
which shows the condition of equipment, and actuation guidance, with a display means, a user can 
perform various kinds of setup, directions, etc. with an input means. For example, a setup of the 
distribution conditions registered into the distribution condition storing section 1 3 etc. can be 
performed in this control unit 20. Moreover, it is possible to display the use situation of the set-up 
distribution conditions on a display means, and to use for exchange of the sequence of distribution 
conditions and maintenance of conditions etc. Furthermore, it can set up whether it investigates 
about ending, when the suiting distribution conditions find at least one retrieval of distribution 
conditions, or all distribution conditions. 

[0026] Codec 21 The image transmitted through the communications department 17 or the interface 
section 22 is compressed according to a predetermined compression metiiod, or the compression 
image received thu-ough the communications department 1 7 or the interface section 22 is elongated 
according to a predetermined compression method. In addition, the main control section 1 1 can also 
perform this compression or expanding processing, and it may use together with this codec 21, or 
may constitute, without using a codec 21. 

[0027] The interface section 22 receives the information which is connected to LAN, and transmits 
the information on drawing data or others through LAN, and is sent through LAN. In addition, the 
Internet may be accessed via LAN and information may be transmitted among communication 
terminals, such as other facsimile apparatus. 

[0028] The bus 23 has coimected the main control section 1 1 , RAMI 2 and ROM 14, a read station 
15, the Records Department 16, the communications department 17 (NCU [18 ], modem 19), the 
control unit 20, the codec 21, and the interface section 22 grade mutually, and makes data transfer 
between these possible. Of course, various kinds of devices, such as external storage besides these, 
may be connected to the bus 23. Moreover, it has other interfaces, and it may be constituted so that 
direct continuation can be carried out with an external computer etc. 

[0029] Next, an example of the actuation in one gestalt of operation of the facsimile server of this 
invention is explained. Here, when the suiting distribution conditions find at least one, it shall set up 
whether it investigates about ending retrieval of distribution conditions, or all distribution conditions, 
and the actuation in each case is explained. In addition, such a setup is performed from a control unit 
20, and also it is possible to set up or to receive directions from a transmitting side through LAN etc., 
at the time of informational reception. 

[0030] When the distribution conditions which sviit in one gestalt of operation of the facsimile server 
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of this invention are found in drawing 3 , it is a flow chart which shows an example of the actuation 
in a setup which ends retrieval of distribution conditions. In S3 1, if an electronic mail etc. is received 
or information is received [♦**♦/ carrying out facsimile reception through a public line ] by reading 
a manuscript in a read station 15 through LAN etc., distribution conditions will be checked. In S32, 
the variable i for making sequential selection of the distribution conditions is set to 1 as initial 
setting. 

[0031] In S33, it judges whether Variable i is over the number of registration of distribution 
conditions. Since the distribution conditions which should be checked exist with a number of 
registration [ below ], it judges by S34 whether conditions, such as transmitting origin of the 
received information, correspond to the distribution conditions located in the i-th in the sequence of 
the distribution conditions registered, for example etc. In not corresponding to the i-th distribution 
conditions concemed, 1 is added to the value of Variable i so that the following distribution 
conditions may be investigated in S35, and it returns to S33. 

[0032] When the received information corresponds to the i-th distribution conditions, in S36, 
information is distributed to the distribution place set as the i-th distribution condition. 
[0033] Moreover, when the value of Variable i exceeds a number of registration and corresponds to 
neither of the distribution conditions, it will progress to S37 from S33. In S37, the record output of 
the received information is carried out in this example at the Records Department 16. Of course, it is 
good to perform a default setup besides a record output. 

[0034] Thus, if the distribution conditions which suited are found, it can constitute so that it may not 
confirm whether suit about the distribution conditions after the distribution condition. Even when 
many distribution conditions are registered by this, by it, the processing time which the check of the 
propriety of distribution conditions takes can be shortened. 

[0035] Drawing 4 is a flow chart which shows an example of the actuation in a setup investigated 
about all distribution conditions in one gestalt of operation of the facsimile server of this invention. 
In S41, if an electronic mail etc. is received, or a manuscript is read [ / carrying out facsimile 
reception through a public Une ] in a read station 15 through LAN and information is received, 
distribution conditions will be checked. In S42, while setting the variable i for making sequential 
selection of the distribution conditions to 1 as initial setting, the destination list of [ for storing the 
destination ] is set to empty (Null). After performing such initial setting, processing about each 
distribution conditions stored in the distribution condition storing section 13 is performed. 
[0036] In S43, it judges whether Variable i is over the number of registration of distribution 
conditions. Since the i-th distribution conditions exist with a number of registration [ below ], it 
judges by S44 whether for example, a transmitting agency etc. corresponds to the i-th distribution 
conditions about the received information. In not corresponding to the i-th distribution conditions, it 
adds 1 to the value of Variable i so that the following distribution conditions may be investigated in 
S46, and it returns to S43 . 

[0037] When the conditions at the time of the informational reception which received correspond to 
the i-th distribution conditions, in S45, the distribution place set as the i-th distribution condition is 
added to a destination list. It overlaps and is made not to add about the distribution place already 
contained during the destination Ust at this time. Then, 1 is added to the value of Variable i so that 
the following distribution conditions may be investigated in S46, and it returns to S43. 
[0038] By repeating such processing of S43-S46, the distribution place set as the distribution 
condition is registered into a destination list about all the distribution conditions to which the 
conditions at the time of the informational reception which received correspond. And if it checks to 
the last distribution conditions, in order that the value of Variable i may exceed a number of 
registration, it will progress to S47 from S43. 

[0039] Thus, after checking all distribution conditions, as for at least one, the distribution conditions 
to which a destination list corresponds whether it is empty (Null) in S47 judge whether it existed or 
not. If a destination list is not empty, in S48, it will distribute according to a destination list. When a 
destination list is empty, in this example, the record output of the received information shall be 
carried out at the Records Department 16, and a record output is performed in 849. 
[0040] Thus, performing processing which checks propriety about all distribution conditions will 
require time amount very much, if distribution conditions increase. Therefore, for equipment, as for

performing such processing for every informational reception, a burden becomes large. When the 
distribution conditions which a **** suits are found, after, ending the check of the propriety of 
distribution conditions on the other hand, the case where it is said that desired distribution conditions 
are not checked by sequence may arise. Therefore, the more nearly optimal distribution system 
according to a demand of a user can be built by constituting two above-mentioned processings 
possible [ a change ] according to a setup. 

[0041] It was whether in an above-mentioned example, it distributes only on one distribution 
condition which suited first, or to distribute by judging propriety about all distribution conditions. 
However, it is to stop decision of the propriety of the distribution conditions after it, when suited 
about some distribution conditions. Hereafter, while being able to make it suit about two or more 
distribution conditions in this way, the case where it constitutes so that no propriety judgment of 
distribution conditions may be made is explained. In addition, since you may be the same as that of 
the configuration shown in drawing 1 as an equipment configuration, explanation is omitted here. 
[0042] Drawing 5 is the explanatory view of another example of distribution conditions. While 
having the item of a condition name, conditions, and a distribution place like the example shown in 
drawing 2 , termination conditions consist of this example possible [ a setup ]. This termination 
condition shows whether propriety decision of the distribution conditions after that distribution 
condition is continued, when the distribution conditions concerned suit. For example, since 
termination conditions are "continued" on conditions 1, also after suiting conditions 1, decision of 
propriety is continued about the distribution conditions of fiirther others. Moreover, since 
termination conditions are "stopped", if conditions 2 are suited, processing of propriety decision of 
subsequent distribution conditions will be stopped, for example by conditions 2. Thus, by adding 
termination conditions to distribution conditions, adaptation of two or more distribution conditions 
can be realized, without performing no propriety judging of distribution conditions. 
[0043] Drawing 6 is a flow chart which shows an example of actuation in the case of using 
termination conditions in one gestalt of operation of the facsimile server of this invention. In this 
case, since distribution at the distribution place directed on two or more suiting distribution 
conditions may be performed, it becomes the actuation shown in above-mentioned drawing 4 , and 
the almost same actuation. Therefore, the same sign is given to the same processing as drawing 4 , 
and detailed explanation is omitted. 

[0044] If information is received in S41, while setting the variable i for making sequential selection 
of the distribution conditions to 1 as initial setting in S42, the destination list of [ for storing the 
destination ] is set to empty (Null). In S43, it judges whether Variable i is over the number of 
registration of distribution conditions. Since the i-th distribution conditions exist with a number of 
registration [ below ], it judges by S44 whether the received information corresponds to the i-th 
distribution conditions. In not corresponding to the i-th distribution conditions, it adds 1 to the value 
of Variable i so that the following distribution conditions may be investigated in S46, and it returns 
to S43. 

[0045] When the conditions at the time of the informational reception which received correspond to 
the i-th distribution conditions, in 845, the distribution place set as the i-th distribution condition is 
added to a destination hst. It overlaps and is made not to add about the distribution place already 
contained during the destination list at this time. 

[0046] Here, in S 51, the termination conditions added to the i-th distribution conditions are 
investigated. If termination conditions are "continuations", 1 will be added to the value of Variable i 
so that the following distribution conditions may be investigated in S46, and it will return to S43. 
Moreover, if termination conditions are "terminations", propriety decision will be stopped even by 
the i-th distribution conditions, and it will progress to S47 about the distribution conditions 1st after 
i+, without judging propriety. 

[0047] When the termination conditions added to the distribution conditions to which the propriety 
judging was carried out to the last distribution conditions or, which conditions suited by repeating 
processing of S43-S46 containing such 85 1 are "terminations", the propriety judging of distribution 
conditions is ended and it progresses to S47. At this time, the distribution place set as that 
distribution condition is registered into a destination hst about the distribution conditions to which 
the conditions at the time of reception correspond by then. 
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[0048] As for at least one, the distribution conditions to which a destination list corresponds whether 
it is empty (Null) in S47 judge whether it existed or not. If a destination hst is not empty, in S48, it 
will distribute according to a destination list. When a destination list is empty, in this example, the 
record output of the received information shall be carried out at the Records Department 16, and a 
record ou^ut is performed in S49. 

[0049] Thus, if the termination conditions added to the distribution conditions which suited are 
"continuation", since propriety will be judged about still more nearly another distribution conditions, 
distribution at the distribution place set up not only on the distribution conditions which suited frrst 
but on two or more distribution conditions is attained, moreover, since propriety decision of 
distribution conditions will be stopped at the time if termination conditions are "terminations", it is 
possible to boil the processing time markedly and to shorten it compared with the case where all 
distribution conditions are investigated. 

[0050] When stopping propriety decision of subsequent distribution conditions by the phase which 
found the distribution conditions which suited first like two above-mentioned examples or 
"stopping" propriety decision of distribution conditions according to termination conditions in it, the 
order of a list of distribution conditions may become a problem. [ continue / "continuing" / or ] The 
order of a list of distribution conditions can be constituted possible [ modification ], in case 
distribution conditions are edited by the control unit 20. Or the information about sequence can also 
be added to distribution conditions. Drawing 7 is the explanatory view of still more nearly another 
example of distribution conditions. In the example of the distribution conditions shown in drawing 
7 , an one-by-one column is added to the example shown in drawdng 2 . What is necessary is just to 
make a propriety judgment of distribution conditions on the order set as the column of this sequence. 
For example, in case you refer to the i-th distribution conditions in S34 of drawing 3 , and S44, S45 
and S51 of drawing 6 , just refer to the distribution conditions which are i for an one-by-one column. 
Other actuation is modification needlessness. 

[0051] Thus, if the propriety of distribution conditions is judged in the order set as the one-by-one 
column, it cannot be concerned in order of registration of distribution conditions etc., but a user can 
set the sequence of propriety decision of distribution conditions as arbitration. Moreover, the 
sequence of such propriety decision of distribution conditions is set as a meaning to each distribution 
condition, and also it may set up the priority, for example for every group of distribution conditions. 
Moreover, it is good even if possible in a setup of raising a priority or lowering to some specific 
distribution conditions. Of coirrse, you may constitute possible [ a setup ] also about the termination 
conditions shown in drawing 5 . 

[0052] By enabling a setup of the sequence of propriety decision of such distribution conditions Stop 
propriety decision of subsequent distribution conditions by the phase which found the distribution 
conditions which suited first like an above-mentioned example, or Or even when "stopping" 
propriety decision of distribution conditions according to termination conditions, it is not concerned 
in order of registration of distribution conditions etc., but it becomes possible to make a propriety 
judgment of distribution conditions make in order of arbitration. [ continue / "continuing" / or ] 
[0053] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since according to this invention decision of the distribution conditions 
after determining a distribution place according to the distribution conditions which suit first is 
stopped, or decision of future distribution conditions is stopped when termination conditions are 
conditions which stop decision so that clearly firom the above explanation, the processing time which 
propriety decision of distribution conditions takes can be shortened. Moreover, the fault which 
cannot reach desired distribution conditions can be prevented by enabling the change to the fimction 
to make a propriety judgment about all distribution conditions. Furthermore, by having enabled 
specification of the distribution place by two or more distribution conditions according to 
termination conditions, and having enabled a setup of the sequence of propriety decision of 
distribution conditions, a user is supported so that desired information distribution can be performed, 
and it is effective in the ability to build the optimal distribution system.
